Congress ma y by la w vest the aiipoint- 
ment of such inferior officers as they 
think proper in the President alone, 
in the courts of law, or in the hea ds 
of departments.'“ 


Tha t mea ns simply: the President jiicks 
out the man he wa nts for the jol>, after 
sena tors ha ve ma de their suggestions. If 
they don’t like the nominee they ma y re­ 
ject him. 
In short, both the President and Sen­ 
a tor Glass are entirely within their riglits 
as defined by the Constitution. The Presi­ 
dent must listen to the a dvice of senators 
in ma king his nominations, but he need 
not heed it. He ma y nomina te whom he 
plea ses, for any rea sons tha t seem to him 
good. And the Sena te in turn may a ccept 
or reject the nomina tion for any reasons 
tha t seem good to the Sena te. 
So much for the rights of the situation. 
But wha t a bout the wisdom of it? Certain­ 
ly the intent of tiie ( ’onstitution, or of any 
governmenta l 
instrument, 
is to get the 
best ma n for the job. 
That is why the Sena te is given power 
to a dvise, beca use it is ])i'csumed tha t no 
president ca n find without help men in 
every sta te fitted for jobs. Tha t is why 
the Sena te is given the power to reject, 
beca use an unscrupulous President might 
fill a ppointive offices with men of obvious 
unfitness. 
Ill tlie Roberts case in \brginia . it is 
difficult to see how either the President 
or the Sena te a cted on the kind of liigh 
})rinciples that ought to go\a'rii in high 
})laces. 
Did President Roosevelt nominate Rob­ 
erts simply to a nnoy Glass and to give in­ 
fluence to a party element in the state 
more friendly to himself than to Glass? 
Then he wa s wrong. Did CHass kill Roberts’ 
simply out of piiiue beca use his man m as 
not na med, and without regard to the 
fitness of R(d)erts for the job? Then he. 
too, wa s wrong. 
The st)lulion of this bicker whieh the 
public ha s a right to expect is the nomi­ 
nation a nd confirma tion of a judge tied 
to neither parly faetion, and oi so obvious 
fitness that the Sena te Mill not tlare re­ 
ject him. The country has a n gh i to ex­ 
pect that judicia l a ppointments be placeii 
a nd kept on that plane.
